Dust Storms 


Are catastrophies in the natural world 
ever the judgment of God upon sin? There 
are those who tell us that this is impos- 
sible — that a God of love would never act 
thus. If they are right, then we must 
reject the Bible, counting it a mistaken 
book from beginning to end. For through- 
out the Scriptures we find that God judged 
men’s sins by natural catastrophies, — 
storms, fire from heaven, earthquakes, pes- 
tilences, and the like. Legal contracts and 
insurance companies recognize this in the 
expression, referring to such disasters, as 
“acts of God.” Eight years ago, in Sep- 
tember, 1929, a Pennsylvania Chapter of 
the American Red Cross issued a striking 
leaflet entitled “The Rising Curve of Dis- 
asters in the United States,” which gave 


facts and statistics and a graph that are 
startling in significance. They report five 
different. five-year periods, 1904-1929. In 
the first of these five-year periods there 
were 16 disasters; in the third there were 
67; in the fifth there were 397 disasters. 
Included are the Mississippi Valley floods 
of 1927, the Florida hurricane of 1926, and 
similar “acts of God.” If there was a 
steadily rising curve up to 1929, what would 
such a report show today! Dust storms 
are now a destructive and awe-inspiring 
phenomenon; do we realize that God had 
something to say about them 3,500 years 
ago? Warning Israel of his judgments if 
she turned away from him and would not 
do his will, he said: “And thy heaven that 
is over thy head shall be brass, and the 
earth that is under thee shall be iron. The 
Lord shall make the rain of thy land pow- 
der and dust: from heaven shall it come 
down upon thee, until thou be destroyed” 
(Deut. 28: 23, 24). But the way of escape

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Christianity Forbids Shiies\yhotshigs 


HE editorial in last week’s issue of 

the Times outlined the critical situa- 

tion that exists in Korea today be- 
cause of the Government’s demand that 
teachers and pupils in Christian mission 
schools shall bow at the Shrines. Por- 
tions of a report made by Dr. Darby Ful- 
ton, Secretary of the Executive Committee 
of Foreign Missions of the Southern Pres- 
byterian Church, were quoted, giving the 
first three of seven reasons why Dr. Fulton 
believes obeisance at the Shrines is an 
act of religious worship. His reasons 
were: (1) The terms of religion are regu- 
larly employed; (2) There are distinctly 
religious elements in the ritual; (3) Shinto 
has always been classified as a religion. The 
following are the remaining four rea- 
sons : 


4. The objects of veneration have 
ascribed to them the attributes of Deity. 
They are regarded as possessing creative 
power, superhuman prowess, ability to per- 
form miracles, providential control, author- 
ity to answer prayers. 

5. The objects of worship are frequently 
pure invention in the realms of mythology 
and superstition, an offense not merely to 
religious liberty but to intellectual honesty 
as well. May I illustrate this by rehears-

ing a conversation that I had with a high 
official ? 

The conversation was with the head of 
the educational. department of North 
Zenra Province. He paid gme a special 
call one night at Chunju in order to talk 
over our fundamental difficultiés. The’ dis- 
cussion opened with the usual statement on 
his part that, since “Shinto” was not re- 
garded as a religion by the Government, 
there ought to be no conscientious difficulty 
on the part of Christian schools in par- 
ticipating in the Shrine ceremonies. I 
pointed out it was not possible for us to 
acccept this point of view because some of 
the most important articles of veneration 
were of a distinctly religious conception, 
and I cited the case of Amaterasu Omi- 
kami, — the Sun Goddess, — who is honored 
in all the Shrines in Korea. Amaterasu 
Omikami is one of a group of mythological 
beings said to have existed for generations 
before the beginning of historical Japan. 
These beings are regarded as having had 
a kind of pre-existence, and having de- 
scended to Japan from some higher abode 
back in the dim ages of the past. Ama- 
terasu Omikami, as the name itself signifies, 
is apparently a personification of the sun, 
and a development out of an earlier nature 
worship. 

This is the Sun Goddess enshrined in 
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the Grand Shrine at Ise, before whom Em- 
perors worship and to whom all important 
matters of State are formally announced. 
Recently, when Hayashi was appointed to 
head the new Japanese cabinet, one of his 
first official acts was to visit the Grand 
Shrine and offer his prayers to the Sun 
Goddess for her blessing and protection. I 
asked the Minister of Education if he could 
blame us if we had difficulty in disassociat- 
ing such stories [as are told of this god- 
dess and others] from the realm of re- 
ligion and mythology. If Diana of the 
Ephesians, to whom Paul referred in his 
address on Mars’ Hill, were regarded as 
religious, then we must classify as equally 
religious these beings out of Japanese myth- 
ology which so strongly and closely parallel 
the mythology of Greece and Rome. The 
minister of education admitted that it was 
hard to eradicate religious implications 
from the story of Amaterasu Omikami. 
I explained further that we also had diffi- 
culty with certain Shrines that seemed to 
us to stand for pure superstition. 

[A sword, said to have come from the 
tail of a dragon in far-off ages], is today 
enshrined in the Atsuta Jinja, near the city 
of Nagoya, one of the most prominent 
Government Shrines in the Empire. It is 
visited by tens of thousands of people an- 
nually who come to perform something, 
whatever one may call it, in honor of the 
dragon’s sword, which is regarded as one 
of the three imperial treasures of Japan. 
I explained to the Minister of Education 
that we found it very difficult to regard 
this as pure patriotism. 

Patriotic as it might be, it seemed to us 
so clearly superstitious that we could not 
but consider it an infringement on religious 
liberty to require students in schools tg do 
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obeisance to objects of this sort, to say 
nothing of the difficulty involved from the 
standpoint of pure intellectual honesty. 
The Minister explained that we should not 
interpret the ceremonies at the Atsuta Jinja 
as being a worship of the sword itself; that 
the sword, the mirror, and the jewel, the 
three treasures of Japan, were merely em- 
blems of Amaterasu, symbols that were 
aids to the imagination in their veneration 
of the Sun Goddess. 

He illustrated by my fountain pen, which 
I happened to be holding in my hand. He 
could prize the pen, not because of its in- 
herent worth, he said, but because he asso- 
ciated it with me, and it could thus stand 
as a symbol for me in his thought. In the 
same way, it would be a mistake, he said, 
to say that the sword itself was being wor- 
shiped. The real object venerated was 
Amaterasu herself, and the sword was 
merely a visible symbol of the goddess. 
This, he said, throws us back on the ulti- 
mate question as to whether Amaterasu 
herself is worthy of veneration, and he 
strongly defended the reasonableness of 
adoring her by saying that she was a being 
just like Jehovah of the Old Testament, 
and that it was not any more idolatrous to 
venerate Amaterasu than it was to vener- 
ate Jehovah, 

I was amazed at the place to which his 
argument brought him. He now openly 
admitted the thing he at the outset had so 
vehemently denied. If Amaterasu must be 
just as religious as Jehovah, and if Chris- 
tianity is a religion, then Shinto must be a 
religion. I explained to the minister that 
from. the standpoint of constitutional lib- 
erty we were not protesting the right of 
anyone to worship Amaterasu who cared

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How Long Did Israel 
Stay in Egypt? 


In his article in the Tres on the 
Sunday school lesson for July 11, which 
was a study of the call of Moses as given 
in Exodus 2 and 3, President McQuilkin 
made the following statements in discuss- 
ing “The Historical Setting”: 

“Until there is further light on the prob- 
lem of the date of the exodus, we may hold 
to the traditional date, about 1491 B. C. 
This puts the call of Moses and his return 
to Egypt at 1492 B. C., a date easy to 
remember! Moses was eighty «years old 
when he stood before Pharaoh (Exod. 7: 
7), which would put his birth at 1571 B. C., 
sixty-four years after the death of Joseph. 
He was nearly forty when he fled from 
Egypt (Acts 7: 23).” 

As a number of the readers of the Tres 
have questioned this chronology, many will 
doubtless be interested in Dr. McQuilkin’s 
own explanation of the problem, which is 
as follows: 


I have several letters from Tres readers 
who believe I made a serious mistake in 
connection with the length of Israel’s so- 
journ in Egypt.. One friend from Washing- 
ton State writes as follows: 


For nearly twenty-five years the writer 
has read THe Sunpay ScuHoot TiMEs, 
and in that period has often seen in its 
pages seemingly contradictory passages of 
Scripture proved to be in harmony. It is 
equally true that when a misstatement has 
occurred, either editorially or by its con- 
tributors, it has been quick to acknowledge 
the error and correct it. . .. In your issue 
of June 26 giving the lesson for July 11, 
Dr. McQuilkin says the birth of Moses 
occurred sixty-four years after the death of 
Joseph.

His death 
at the age of one hundred and ten years 
(Gen. 50: 22, 26) provides a period of sev- 

* enty years, which, with the sixty-four years 
mentioned by Dr. McQuilkin, plus the 
eighty years Moses had attained when he 
stood before Pharaoh, makes a total of two 
hundred and fourteen years that the Israel- 
ites were in Egypt, assuming that Dr. Mc- 
Quilkin’s dates are correct. - 


The letter continues, pointing out that 
Exodus 12: 40, 41 and Genesis 15:13 show 
(according to this reader’s interpretation) 
that there were four hundred years of bond- 
age, with thirty additional years of free- 
dom from bondage, in the sojourn in Egypt. 

A portion of another letter from Cali- 
fornia may be quoted:

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me to join him to assist in meetings he 

was holding in England. 

On my arrival I found him in the midst 
of meetings in the large Convention Hall 
in Birmingham, surrounded by ministers, 
among whom was the famous Baptist 
clergyman Dr. Alexander McLaren, who 
formerly wrote one of the lesson articles 
in THE SunpAy ScHoot TIMEs. 

After visiting several cities, spending a few 
days in each place, Mr. Moody went up to 
London for a ten-day campaign in Spur- 
geon’s Tabernacle. On arriving there he 
was quite concerned about a cold in his 
throat lest it should interfere with his 
speaking. He consented to call a friend of 
his, a prominent physician, who, on care- 
ful examination, found some irregularities 
in his heart action. He assured Mr. Moody, 
however, that there was no cause ‘for 
anxiety, but expressed the wish that he 
be permitted to make an appointment with 
a celebrated specialist for him. This was 
done, and a day fixed to follow immediately 
the close of his work in London and a 
banquet his friends had arranged to give 
him. The specialist confirmed his friend’s 
diagnosis, and gave advice regarding the 
importance of not overworking.

The Princess’s Request 


During the services in the Tabernacle, a 
note was received from Queen Mary, — 
then Princess Mary of Teck,—and her 
mother, the Duchess of Teck, requesting 
that the hymn, “Sometime We'll Under- 
stand,” be sung, which Mr. Moody an- 
nounced would be done. 

The significance of this was that the 
members of royalty present were not above 
attending an evangelistic service held in 
a Nonconformist Baptist Church; and also 
that a few months before that the Prince 
Imperial, the Duke of Clarence, to whom 
Princess Mary was at the time betrothed, 
had died. At the time of his death Moody 
and Sankey were conducting services in the 
Free Assembly Hall in Edinburgh. Mr. 
Sankey writes in his book, “My Life and 
the Story of the Gospel Hymns”: “Mr. 
Moody called to the platform Lord Over- 
toun, who changed the meeting to a memo- 
rial service to the deceased prince. After 
several addresses, Lord Overtoun called 
upon a member of the choir, Miss Jane 
Darling, asking whether she had a suitable 
hymn for the occasion. (I had gone to 
Dunfermlin to commence meetings there.) 
Miss Darling sang in a most touching way 
the hymn, ‘Sometime We’ll Understand.’ 
At the conclusion of the meeting, Lord 
Overtoun sent a dispatch to Alexandra, 
then Princess of Wales, the mother of 
the Duke, including in the message three 
verses of the hymn. 

“The same evening he received a dis- 
patch from her thanking him for the verses. 
A few days later Miss Darling had the 
hymn beautifully engrossed on parchment 
and sent to the Princess.” 


As Mr. Stebbins tells of the request 
of Princess Mary, who later became 
Queen Mary, the mother of the present 
King, one can read between the lines 
something of the heartache that must 
have prompted it. And can we not all 
sympathize with that longing to see be- 
yond the veil that separates us from 
Heaven? Part of the hymn Princess 
Mary asked for is given on this page. 


Would you like to know the secret of 
the saintly life of Dr. Andrew Bonar, 
brother of Horatius Bonar, and friend 
of Robert Murray McCheyne? He him- 
self gave it in a few words at Northfield 
at Mr. Moody’s request, and now Mr. 
Stebbins passes on this remarkable 
testimony in this third article in his 
series, “My Memories of Well Known 
Hymns and Their Writers.” The series 
will be concluded next week. 








The origin of this justly beautiful hymn, 
it is interesting to know, was the result of 
a very serious trial the author of the words, 
the late Maxwell N. Cornelius, D.D., of 
San Francisco, was passing through at the 
time. 
Major Whittle, the evangelist, who, seeing 
there was no refrain to the verses, com- 
posed one, and then handed the hymn to 
Mr. McGranahan, his associate, who wrote 
the very appropriate and beautiful music. 
(Major Whittle and his daughter, May 
Whittle Moody, wrote many of our beloved 
hymns, among which is “Moment by Mo- 
ment.” Major Whittle often used the zom- 
de-plume El Nathan, as in connection with 
his hymns, “Christ Liveth in Me” and 
“There Shall Be Showers of Blessing.” ) 

At the close of his engagements in Eng- 
land, Mr. Moody conducted meetings for 
several days in a large rink in Dublin, 
Ireland, and at the conclusion of his work 
there made arrangements to sail for New 
York. He embarked on the S. S. Spree, 
and when about a thousand miles from the 
coast of England, the shaft of the single- 
screw steamer broke, rendering the ship 
helpless. Several very anxious days passed, 
when a steamer going to England sighted

The words came to the attention of’ 
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the ship, agd yey i Biown, 


where the passengers re-embarked on a 
steamer for New York, arriving safely in 
due time. 

Mr. Moody, upon leaving England, where 
he was so greatly honored and loved, ar- 
ranged with the Dublin Evangelistic Com- 
mittee for me to remain and assist Major 
Whittle in special services in the smaller 
towns after finishing an engagement in 
Dublin. At the holiday time of that memo- 
rable winter, I went across to visit a friend 
in Glasgow, and on Sunday took occasion 
to attend the church of which Dr. Andrew 
Bonar had for many years been the saintly 
pastor. 

Dr. Bonar preached a beautiful Christmas 
sermon on the subject of our Lord’s com- 
ing to the world, which he divided under 
three heads: First, The Time of His 
Coming; second, the Objects of His Com- 
ing; and third, The Results of His Coming. 
The sermon was delivered in a quiet way 
and was very impressive. 

The next morning, accompanied by my’ 
friend, I called upon Dr. Bonar. He wel- 
comed us into his study where we had a 
most delightful visit of a few minutes. 
Before bidding good-by, he prayed for us 
in his simple way, which seemed to be more 
like a talk with his Father than a prayer, 
and it made a lasting impression upon us. 


Dr. Bonar’s Testimony 


As we said good-by, I said I would call 
again before returning to Ireland. Accord- 
ingly, on the morning of my leaving, I 
called at his door and was met by his 
daughter, who told me that her father was 
ill and unable to see anyone. On my ar- 
rival in Belfast the next morning, I was 
informed of the passing away of the saintly 
man who had preached for his Lord and 
whom he had served with such distinction 
for three score and more years. 

Some years prior to this Dr. Bonar had, 
visited Northfield to speak at one of’ Mr. 
Moody’s Bible conferences in the early his- 
tory of that world-famous conference, and 
there I had the privilege along with large 
audiences of listening to him. 

For some days he had been speaking 
along deeply spiritual lines, when on one 
occasion Mr. Moody said to him, “Dr. 
Bonar, won’t you tell us how you have 
been able to live the life you have been 
describing ?” 

Dr. Bonar shook his head. But again Mr. 
Moody urged him, when he arose and said 
in his quiet way: “Brethren, I don’t like 
to speak of myself, but for fifty years I 
have had daily access to the Throne of 
Grace,” and he took his seat. All realized 
there was no need of further word from 
him, as his face revealed the truth of his 
statement. 

At the conclusion of that visit to North- 
field, Dr. Bonar preached in one of the 
churches in Brooklyn, before returning to 
Glasgow, when he did me the honor of 
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allowing me to entertain him in my home 
there. 

Before leaving he expressed a desire to 
visit our famous Military Academy at 
West Point. I took pleasure in arranging 
it for him, and accompanied him on one 
of the famous Hudson River steamers. On 
arriving at the Point, I had the pleasure 
of introducing him to the Commandant, 
General O. O. Howard, one of the Civil 
War Christian heroes, whom I had known 
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for some years and who showed us about 
the Point. 

It was impressive to witness those two 
great men, one who had lost an arm in 
defense of his country, and who in time of 
peace, was serving his country and his Lord 
in using his influence in the salvation of 
men; and the other, who had spent a long 
life in preaching the Gospel of peace and 
good will to men.

to do so, but that we did regard it as an 
infringement of the religious liberty guar- 
anteed in the Japanese Constitution to make 
a worshiper of Jehovah become also a 
worshiper of Amaterasu, since by his own 
statement one was as religious as the other. 

6. Even Government spokesmen, in un- 
guarded moments, apply all the terms of 
religion to the Cult. When they are speak- 
ing officially, Government officials are very 
careful to avoid the use of distinctly re- 
ligious terms with reference to the Shrines, 
But it is difficult for an official to con- 
verse continually for even a few minutes 
without lapsing unconsciously into his usual 
-_religious phrases. For example, in the 
course of my interview with Mr. Taman- 
aga, the head of the Education Depart- 
ment of the Government General, he fre- 
quently used the word “agaw,” which is a 
common word in the vernacular for wor- 
ship, the same word employed in all the 
Christian churches of Japan to describe an 
attitude of reverence toward God. 

During the same interview with the 
Education Department in Seoul, Mr. Oda 
of the Foreign Department presented me 
-with a beautifully illustrated booklet issued 
by the Government General showing vari- 
ous aspects of Government administration 
in Korea. One page had several illustra- 
tions of different types of building used 
for religious purposes. One was a Shinto 
Shrine. However, with all Mr. Oda’s 
care, he forgot to eliminate a paragraph in 
the book near the back which would have 
caused him even greater embarrassment had 
his attention been called to it. Among a 
* number of places of interest in Seoul, one 
of them described was the Chosen Jinja, 
the most prominent of all the Shrines in 
Korea. In a brief paragraph about this 
shrine, Amaterasu and the Emperor Meiji 
were described as the “Guardian Deities” 
of Korea, and the Shrine was said to be 
dedicated to their worship. Furthermore, 
it was explained that Amaterasu was the 
Sun Goddess. I[lustrations of this sort 
could be multiplied to indicate how, even 
within such official publications, the Gov- 
ernment lapses into religious terminology. 
It is impossible to explain this except by 
admitting the fact that the habitual thought 
of the average Japanese regarding the 
Shrine is cast in a religious mould. 

I think the most naive explanation of 
the whole matter was given by Mr. Aikawa, 
the head of the Foreign Affairs Depart- 
ment of the @evernment General. He very 
kindly entertained me at a luncheon at the 
Chosen Hotel. He said he thought the 








entire difficulty could be explained by the 
fact that we Westerners were monotheists 
while the Orientals were polytheists. They 
found no difficulty, he said, in believing in 
a number of gods at the same time. I 
was so startled by this frank admission of 
the whole point that I found it difficult, 
for a moment, to reply. I reminded him 
that he had put his finger precisely on the 
difficulty. We had no constitutional ob- 
jection to the polytheist’s believing in as 
many gods as he pleased, but we did feel 
it was an infringement upon religious lib- 
erty to force the monotheists to become 
polytheists. This, I reminded him, was our 
whole contention so far as our constitu- 
tional rights were concerned. 

7. There is a great volume of Japanese 
opinion and scholarship supporting the view 
that Shinto is a religion. I think it quite 
safe to say that the vast majority of the 
Japanese people so regard it. As pointed 
out above, it is only when Government of- 
ficials speak officially that they consistently 
avoid religious terminology. The moment 
they relax they fall quite naturally into 
regarding Shintoism with a religious habit 
of mind, 

At the Japanese Tourist Bureau in Tokyo 
my eye fell on a little booklet entitled, 
“What is Shinto?” written by Professor 
Genchi Kato, D.Litt., a professor in the 
Imperial University and a recognized au- 
thority on Shintoism. I was particularly 
interested in this little volume because of 
the nature of my visit to Korea, and fur- 
ther because the booklet is published by the 
Board of Industry of the Japanese Govern- 
ment railways and thus has at least a semi- 
official significance. Dr. Kato takes a very 
positive stand that Shintoism must be re- 
garded as definitely religious. i quote a 
few sentences from his book: 

“Shinto, or Kami-No-Michi, the way of 
the gods, sometimes classically called Kan- 
nagori-No-Michi, or the way divinely set 
forth and handed down- from time imme- 
morial, in contradistinction to the alien 
imparted faith of Buddhism, is a name given 
to the religious belief indigenous to the soil 
of Japan. Shinto is the original religion 
of Japan, believed and practiced by the 
Japanese people from hoary antiquity to 
the present time. It is a religion which 
originated in the peculiar religious tempera- 
ment of the Japanese people, and it has 


followed its natural course, in company? 


with the long development of the Japanese 
national life, more than two millenniums, 
though variously influenced by the two 
foreign imported religions, Buddhism and 
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Confucianism. Shinto is indeed a religion 
peculiar to and inherent in the Japanese 
mind, so that it cannot be displaced or 
eradicated by any conflicting religions from 
without. ... We have a view that Shinto 
expresses a relation not between God and 
man, which is truly a religion, but rather 
a-relation between man ‘and man, from 
which morality indeed may spring, but 
never religion. There is, in my opinion, 
no view more erroneous than this. In 
Shinto a man of an ethically noble charac- 
ter may be worshiped, not because of his 
human nature, but because of superior di- 
vine nature, which in reality is above and 
transcends that of humanity; just as Bud- 
dhists of ancient India took refuge in the 
Buddha to such a degree that they in fact 
worshiped their ‘great teacher’ of the gods 
and men as ‘the true God among the gods.’ 
They took refuge in the Buddha just as 
the ancient Israelites took refuge in Je- 
hovah.” 

Editorials are constantly appearing in 
the vernacular newspapers in Japan insist- 
ing on the religious character of the 
Shrines, and frequently taking the Govern- 
ment to task for the ambiguity with which 
it has allowed this issue to be surrounded. 

Patriotic addresses by Government of- 
ficials, including the Premier and other 
high ranking persons, are full of references 
to the divine lineage of the Emperors, to 
the mythological ancestors of the Japanese 
people, and to the Guardian Deities that 
are said to be watching over the destinies 
of the Empire. 

All Japanese literature is full of refer- 
ences to Shintoism as religion, Travel 
magazines, tourist guide books, steamship 
bulletins, etc., are replete with references 
to places of interest, a large number of 
which are Shrines, described in terms that 
indicate their inevitably religious associa- 
tions. For example, in a bulletin published 
by the Nippon Yusen Kaisha, the Japan 
Mail Steamship Company, there is an arti- 
cle describing points of interest in different 
provinces of the Empire. In connection 
with the province of Izumo the article de- 
scribes five Government Shrines, “all sacred 
to what may be called deities of the cult.” 
Another Shrine is described in the province 
of Oshu. Of this Shrine it is said: “It 
is sacred to Achisukitakane-No-Mikoto. 
Curiously enough, close by there is another 
Tsutsukowzke_ Jinja, also Kakuheichusha, 
where the same deity is worshiped under 
the name of Tsutsukowake-No-Kami.” 

It would be easy to multiply illustrations 
and quotations, but perhaps enough has 
been set down to indicate the. inescapable 
religious implications of the Shrine. .. . 
The missionaries of our own Mission are 
unanimously of the mind that we cannot 
participate in these ceremonies without com- 
promising vital Christian principles. We 
are not dealing here with something that 
lies in the realm of non-essentials, but with 
basic beliefs of the Christian faith, some- 
thing so elementary as to be a simple ques- 
tion between monotheism and polytheism, 
as pointed out by Mr. Aikawa, or a ques- 
tion purely as to whether or not for us 
the first and second commandments of the 
Decalogue still remain in force. With the 
unanimous conviction of our missionaries 
on this point I find myself in whole-hearted 
agreement, and feel that to yield on this 
issue would be to stultify the whole purpose 
and program of Christian Missions. 
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In last week’s issue of the Times Mr. Benson pointed out that the average Sunday 

school has only one-fourth of its land under cultivation, that is, that there is a large 

group of children in its neighborhood, attending no other school, who'could be reached. 

He outlined the preparation that a school should make for bringing in many of these 

children, and in this concluding article he tells how the canvass may be carried out and 
the scholars cared for when they come to the Sunday school. 


is the best time to take a religious cen- 

sus. This is the Lord’s work, and 
each member of the church should feel 
that it is, in its place, just as import- 
ant as the ministry of preaching and teach- 
ing. If the Children of Israel marched 
around the walls of Jericho seven succes- 
sive days, it is evident that one of these 
was the Sabbath. The Church needs to 
make a similar conquest of its commu- 
nity, not with trumpets of rams’ horns, 
but with information cards and pencils. 
Best results can be obtained when prep- 
aration for this movement is previously 
made by an appropriate sermon at the 
morning service and a dedication of the 
workers at the church in the afternoon 
just before they take up their task. This 
insures not only a prompt start, but all 
workers will have the inspiration and fel- 
lowship of co-operative and simultaneous 
service. 

Before sending out the canvassers, arrange- 
ments should be made to have each one re- 
port results late in the afternoon. This 
will add responsibility and interest to the 
work, and when tabulated and announced 
at the evening service, a spirit of enthusi- 
asm and expectancy will prevail. Those 
who have engaged in the work will now 
be eager to learn just what results have 
been attained. Men and women who Ne 
participated in a canvass can testify of the 
great joy they experienced in this service, 
especially when it has been a systematic 
and simultaneous movement. Every church 
will be repaid in this undertaking even if 
it has done nothing more than provide some 
practical employment for its members. All 
the material secured by the canvass should 
be investigated by a special committee ap- 
pointed for this purpose. Cards of pupils 
attending other Sunday schools can be dis- 
carded, but those expressing a preference 
for other schools should be sent to the re- 
spective superintendent or pastor. After 
those deductions you will have the bona fide 
constituency for which the school is re- 
sponsible. 

The cards should then be distributed ac- 
cording to age, to the various department 
superintendents of the Sunday school. The 
babies will be assigned jo the Cradle Roll 
superintendent, boys and girls of four and 
five to the Beginners superintendent, chil- 
dren six, seven, and eight to the Primary 
superintendent, and so on throughout all 
the departments. These superintendents in 
turn will divide the names of these pro- 
spective pupils among the teachers in their 
department, and in this distribution we 
must consider the new as well as the old 
teachers, introduction of large num- 
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bers of new scholars and teachers gives 
you a fine opportunity to reorganize your 
school, and it should be done in such a 
way that none of the teachers in the ele- 
mentary division of the Sunday school will 
have more than eight scholars. 

The department superintendent now as- 
sumes the obligation for securing the at- 
tendance of all the prospective pupils that 
have been assigned to her group of teachers. 
Later she will be called upon to report 
what percentage of this new material has 
been brought into actual attendance. As 
a matter of fact, the general superintend- 
ent will continue to call for these reports 
for several months after the canvass, until 
he can be reasonably sure that every effort 
has been put forth to make the prospective 
pupil a regular attendant. ~ Much of the 
success of following up the results of. the 
canvass lies with the department superin- 
tendent, so it will be seen at a glance the 
importance of full department organization 
in every Sunday school that anticipates a 
canvass. 

In reorganizing her department, and in 
making the assignment of hew pupils, the 
superintendent should see that both the old 
and the new teachers have prospective as 
well as present pupils in their classes. The 
prospective pupils are practically assured 
as enrolled, provided they can be sufficiently 
distributed so that each teacher will bear 
the responsibility of bringing them to Sun- 
day school. After all, the success of a 
growing Sunday school lies with the in- 
dividual teacher, which once more suggests 
a perennial teacher training class as a re- 
quisite for a successful school. 

Now comes the real work of the canvass. 
It is one thing to find a scholar and quite 
another to bring him to Sunday school. No 
one is better qualified for this work than 
the teacher, and if it can be done simul- 
taneously it is far more promising than it 
would appear at first. Suppose the can- 
vass had revealed a family of six who were 
not attending Sunday school. The teacher 
of the men’s class has the name of the 
father, the teacher of the women’s class 
the name of the mother, a teacher from 
the Senior Department the oldest boy, one 
from the Intermediate Department the old- 
est girl, while a teacher from the Junior 
Department has the name of a younger boy, 
and the teacher of the Primary Depart- 
ment the name of a younger girl. Six dif- 
ferent teachers from the Sunday school will 
make six different calls in one week for 
six different members of that family. If 
this does not manifest the interest of the 
Sunday school in securing the attendance of 
each individual member of the family,.it is 
not likely that any other measure will. 
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When the Church catches a vision of 
the great mission field that lies at its very 
doors, we are going to have a new interest 
and enthusiasm for reaching, teaching, and 
saving the boys and girls of America. What 
is especially needed today is for every Sun- 
day school to do its part and reach the 
constitutency living at its very doors.

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Memorizing Scripture 
By Howard Ball 


N OUR Sunday school we have a plan 

for memorizing Scripture which seems 
to be about the best of several methods 
tried. Briefly the plan follows: 

We have mounted in the regular holder 
a roll of light brown store paper three feet 
wide. This is convenient for storage and 
dispensing as needed. This is fastened to 
the ceiling over a carpenter bench where 
the printing is done. A sheet of paper 
is torn off of convenient size, and, with 
a yardstick and pencil, lines are drawn 
three inches apart, and the letters are made 
five-eighths of an inch high. This is indi- 
cated by another light line which keeps 
the letters uniform in height. Capital let- 
ters are two inches high. In larger schools 
the letters will be three-quarters of an 
inch high, that they may be seen without 
difficulty. 

Next, you will need a “Speedball” pen, 
which may be had at your stationery store 
for ten cents. Get one with a round point. 
These come in assorted sizes. The one 
we use is marked “B-1.” For larger let- 
ters one may use a larger point with suc- 
cess. The pens with a square point may 
be used for Old English style of lettering 
with good results. 

Now, with black liquid shoe polish for 
ink, you are ready to print the texts you 
wish to use. The letters should imitate 
regular printing as much as possible, mak- 
ing the vertical! strokes down. Make the 
t’s and y’s vertical and without curves 
at the bottom. As soon as you have become 
accustomed to the use of the pen, the 
style may be somewhat varied according to 
your convenience and originality. 

The completed text is held up before the 
school with the request that it be read. 
It may now be held with the lines vertical 
and the reading repeated. Reverse ends, 
and read again. Now upside down, and, 
lastly, with the back toward the school. 
You will be delighted with the readability 
of the texts and the ease with which entire 
chapters may be memorized, two or three 
verses at a time during opening exercises.

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OMANISM in Colombia.—The Gos- 

pel car of the World’s Evangeliza- 

tion Crusade is doing a mighty work 
in Colombia, South America, and the priests 
are aware of it. They are stirring the peo- 
ple to violence. Jack Thomas writes: 

“We had just concluded our message 
when a man shouted: ‘Kill the Protestants! 
Stone them out of town!’ Women and 
girls shrieked and cursed. Knives were 
drawn. Stones started to fly thick and 
fast. I jumped into the car and started 
the engine. With a crash six big stones 
came hurtling through the windshield and 
side windows. Glass was flying over my 
head and shoulders. One hefty man picked 
up a huge stone and threw it at the engine. 
Another struck me on the side of the head, 
and for a few seconds I was completely 
dazed. One could only trust the Lord. 
I steered for the main street, and finally 
reached open country.” 

In another town there was more stoning. 
“Like a death-knell the Catholic chapel 
bell began to ring. The priest had rung 
it to call men for our dispatching. Six men 
had orders to kill us. But we escaped.” 

The government is friendly. Many 
mayors send police to protect the car. The 
governor of the province received Messrs. 
Thomas and Symes with great kindness 
and expressed his regret at what had hap- 
pened. “He is giving me introduction to 
all the mayors of the Department.” 


Romanism in Abyssinia.—The Sudan 
Interior Mission has thirty. missionaries in 
Ethiopia, and Italy insists that they must 
leave. Mr. Bingham writes: 

“Washington, London, or Ottawa, who will 
order their boats to search the seas for an 
adventurous air woman, are not sending 
their warships to bring home their na- 
tionals.

A civilization at least a thousand years 
older than Ur of the Chaldees has been 
brought to light with absolute certainty 
by the excavations of the University of 
Pennsylvania at Tepe Gawra in Mesopo- 
tamia, says the director, Dr. Speiser, in 
the New York Times. Beautiful architec- 
ture was found with structural detail such 
as piers and pilasters as far advanced as 
the Middle Ages. Some of the features 


actually were very similar in character to 
Renaissance architecture. The entire mate- 
rial culture of that period was in keeping 
with its architectural advance. Magnificent 
examples of painted pottery were obtained 
in levels down to the virgin soil. Closed 
pottery kilns with perfectly controlled tem- 
peratures, the earliest closed kilns yet found, 
were also discovered. From these came 
porcelains with magnificent finish. Fluted 
gold beads, too, were found in a pot secreted 
under a floor against the wall, the first 
evidence ever found that value had been 
placed upon gold. Also beautifully cut 
seals. This is very important, for seals 
were attached to documents and doctuments 
mean writing. Then there were musical 
instruments. “One of the best preserved

of these flutes was found in the grave of 
a child, clutched in the tiny hand in the 
very position in which the little music- 
lover must have been buried 6,000 years 
ago, or 1,500 years before the harps of 
the royal tombs of Ur.” 


Dr. Speiser tells us that “this race with ~ 


its unusually advanced culture, disappeared 
in some undetermined manner at the twelfth 
level of Tepe Gawra.” Dr. Speiser said 


some sort of “world-wide upheaval” might 
have been responsible, since evidence in- 
dicated that the painted pottery era came 
to an end all over the ancient Near East 
at about the same time. Also the people 
living between the virgin soil and the thir- 
teenth level were of a distinctly different 
race from those following. 

All of which suggests the Deluge of 
Genesis. 


The origin of the Authorized Version 
is the subject of a sketch in The Bible in 
the World. A church union conference 
had been called by King James at Hampton 
Court which was as unsuccessful as those 
of our day. But the conference was very 
successful in one particular. Dr. John 
Reynolds of Corpus Christi College, Oxford, 
a great Puritan scholar, proposed a new 
translation of the Bible, and out of his 
motion came the Authorized Version. Six 
companies of 47 scholars were set to work 
at Oxford, Cambridge, and Westminster. 
Dr. Lancelot Andrewes, Dean of West- 
minster, such a master of languages that 
it was said he might have acted as general 
interpreter at Babel, did, with his associ- 
ates, the books from Genesis to 2 Kings. 
Dr. Miles Smith, distinguished Hebraist, 
led at Oxford. They built on the work 
of great predecessors, — Wycliffe, Tyndale, 
Coverdale, especially Tyndale, eighty per 
cent of whose words still remain in our 
New Testament. In the Old Testament 
their labors were especially fruitful as 
Tyndale had translated little of the Old 
Testament. Each man _ received thirty 
shillings a week from the Worshipful Com- 
pany of Stationers. Dr. Miles Smith, with 
Bilson’s help, saw the first edition through 
the press, and Smith wrote the preface. 

Kipling, in his short story, “Proofs of 
Holy Writ,” suggests that two great 
writers of the time may have had a chance 
at the proof sheets. He imagines Shakes- 


- peare and Ben Jonson working through 


Isaiah. 

There is no evidence that Shakespeare 
was consulted by the revisers, nor Ben 
Jonson, nor Lord Bacon for that matter, 
though they all might have been. But, as 
the writer of the sketch says: “This is 
certain, that some one of no less genius 
shaped many a passage in our Authorized 
Version, some one with a deep awareness of 
the divine truth and the expression of it 
in fine English words.” 


The African Emirates of Sokoto, Kano, 
and Katsina (Nigeria), Mohammedan 
provinces long closed to the Gospel, are 
now being entered by the Sudan Interier 
Mission. This mission has been invited to 
take charge of five leper settlements 
hitherto managed by the government. Two 
doctors are in training to start the work. 
Mr. Playfair writes from Nigeria: 

“Imagine, if you can, two missionaries 
being driven by the Resident to the Sultan’s 
palace and being met by the Sultan him- 
self and his Council in all good will. While 
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the Resident sat on the throne, Dr. Helser 
and I were on either side in upholstered 
English chairs, and, with the Sultan sit- 
ting before the Resident and surrounded 
by his Council, we talked over a possible 
site for a leper settlement. A church is 
to be built on the site, to which all who 
wish can go and be taught. We traveled 
over sixty miles and had all attention given 
us, as ordered by the Sultan, and found this 
most beautiful Site, one of the finest in the 
Province, with lots of farm land, grazing 
land for cattle, and abundant water the 
year round, This leper colony will be in 
the heart of Mohammedanism and is sanc- 
tioned by the head of that faith.” 


The remarkable story of Major and 
Mrs. Sheard’s work among the gangste 
of the Andaman Islands is told in the , 
rent World Dominion. These devoted Sz 
vationists, after working twenty-five yea 
among the criminal tribes of India, we 
sent by the government four and a half 
years ago to the Andamans, where 600 
convicted murderers and robbers had been 


chained as violent criminals. Whole div 
tricts in India had been terrorized by thesd 
men, natives not daring to work later than 


4 P. M. when it was rumored that they 
were in the neighborhood. 

The first step taken was to remove fet- 
ters. Four ‘murderers were chosen to be 


household servants! The rest were set to ~ 


work building three villages. So ignorant 
were they of work that each had to be 
taught how to use a spade. Schools, offices, 
and a medical dispensary were built. A 
hand-weaving industry was started, and 
these ex-criminals have made clothes for 
themselves and for sale to all the Anda- 
man Penal Settlements. In five years the 
gangsters paid back every penny loaned 
to them by the government to start in- 
dustries. They have built a dam and reser- 
voir, planted fruit trees, built a hall for 
their Gospel meetings. Men who were 
hardened criminals can now be seen on 
Sundays teaching the Bible to the chil- 
dren of the colony. Boys are now prepar- 
ing for mission service. 

These two Salvationists have been ‘lately 
in England. They stated that in twenty- 
five years spent among criminals they had 
not lost the smallest-of their possessions. 
But within a half hour after reaching civil- 
ization Mrs. Sheard’s umbrella was gone! 


Concerning Satan.—A note here last 
summer (August 22, 1936) commended the 
Methodist Edgehill College of Belfast, Ire- 
land, as a “loyal seminary” and quoted its 
Principal, the Rév. Alexander McCrea, in 
high praise of a certain Bible teacher: 
“In theology our most popular author at 
Edgehill is Dr. Scott Lidgett in such books 
as ‘The Fatherhood of God,’ a mighty book 
in its breadth and depth, “The Spiritual 
Principle of the Atonement,’ and ‘Sonship 
and Salvation. We look for a renewed 
preaching of the Cross in our pulpits 
through the recent stimulus of Dr. Lidgett’s 
masterly volume.”

e. The question 
first sight may 
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noble address radioed from St. 
Paul’s, spoke of the degree to which 
the English Bible has been woven 
into the warp and woof of English 
life and history, studied for centu- 
ries in all the schools, forming the 
character of great Empire builders 
like Wolfe, Lawrence, Gordon, 
Rhodes, and Botha, steeping both 
the prose and the poetry of England. 
“‘ As we think what the Bible has 
meant and still means to the life of 
the British Commonwealth of Na- 
tions, we can but thank God for. 
bestowing this great spiritual gift. 
Nations which have been deprived 
of it are in the state indicated by 
the Russian peasant who had heard 
Gorki lecture on science: ‘Yes, we 
are taught to fly in the air like birds 
and to swim in the water like fishes, 
but how to live on the earth we do 
not know.’ It is the great glory of 
the Bible that it teaches us that.” 











if in this matter as in others St. Paul’s 
teaching reflects the conditions of his age 
and contains superficial elements that have 
now become obsolete.” 

Of course, every word of this applies 
to the Lord Jesus as much as to Paul. 
Nothing is clearer in Christ’s teaching than 
the fact of Satan, his great antagonist and 
enemy. Nothing was commoner in his min- 
istry than the casting out of evil spirits. 
Such a statement as Dr. Lidgett’s is a 
deadly thrust at the authority of Christ 
and of his Word. How, then, can the 
Principal of Edgehill say, “We look for a 
renewed preaching ‘of the Cross in our pul- 
pits through the recent stimulus of Dr. 
Lidgett’s” writings? Our deliverance at 
the Cross was, as Paul said, “from the 
power of darkness” (Col. 1:13). He but 
echoed our Lord’s words, “This is your 
hour, and the power of darkness” (Luke 
22:53); “Now shall the prince of this 
world be cast out” (John 12:31). 
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Brief Notes.—English Quakers have 
opened relief stations at Barcelona, Tortosa, 
Valencia, and Alcazar for the 150,000 chil- 
dren who have fled into Catalonia from 
other parts of Spain. Distributions of clothes 
are being made at Burgos and Irun. This 
relief is given without regard to. party. 
. .. Principal Micklem of Mansfield Col- 
lege, Oxford, spoke recently at a Swan- 
wick Conference. His thesis was that what 
is called “faith” today by theological lib- 
erals is what our forefathers definitely 
labeled “unbelief.” ... It is reported from 
South Africa that most of the men in the 
Native Affairs Department of the Public 
Service are sons of ministers and mission- 
aries. The tradition of sympathy and prac- 
tical helpfulness has come down into the 
next generation. . . . Senor Araujo, a 
leading Spanish Protestant, has kept the 
depot of the Bible Society open through 
the whole terrible Madrid siege and Scrip- 
tures have been continuously circulated. He 
has suffered privation and hunger and the 
more poignant loss of two of his three sons 
in battle... . The secession from Catholi- 
cism is again increasing in Czechoslovakia. 
In 10936, 4,557 entered the evangelical 
churches. .. . The Government of the Ar- 
gentine Republic has made a grant of 
$350,000 to the newly inaugurated Y. M. 
C. A. in Buenos Aires, the total cost of 
which is about a million. . . . The British 
Empire is to be congratulated on its pres- 
ent King. When he and his wife were 
visiting Australia they were invited to be- 
come members of the Pocket Testament 
League. They accepted and the Queen 
wrote her thanks for the Testament sent 
her, with her cordial wishes that the League 
should prosper “in the fine work it is doing 
for the girls of Australia.” . .. The Pope 
has conferred the Knighthood of the 
Order of St. Gregory upon Mr. Justice 
A. T. Le Blanc of the Supreme Court of 
New Brunswick and on Dr. F. A, Richard, 
both of Moncton, N. B. These gentlemen, 
with Father Le Blanc, constituted the trio 
who successfully protested against M. 
Henri Lanctin’s preaching the Gospel over 
the radio. So does Rome keep watch for 
the most distant tremor in its great spider- 
web. . . . The plan of placing Basque 
children in American, French, Dutch, and 
Mexican homes is meeting with the bitter 
opposition of international Catholicism, In 
the United States 2,700 temporary homes 
have been offered, but Cardinal O’Connell, 
with the Knights of Columbus back of him, 
protests. Bishop Mugica writes from Bil- 
bao: “It fills me with grief to learn that 
nearly all of them up to the present are 
being received where they will certainly 
not derive love for Jesus Christ and his 
Church.” . . . The Catholics of Upper 
Silesia are reported as coming into the Old 
Catholic, or national reformed Catholic 
Church, in masses. . . . In The Irish 
Evangelical is this striking incident: “An 
evangelist went recently into a book 
depot to buy some ‘copies of ‘Safety, Cer- 
tainty, and Enjoyment.’ He asked for fifty 
copies, and when they were handed him 
was told there was nothing to pay, as the 
Queen had been getting some and she gave 
instructions that the first person who 
bought fifty copies was to get them free at 
her expense, as that book had been the 


means of her conversion.”

The Lesson as a Whole 


By Robert C. McQuilkin, D.D.

Approach to the Lesson 


MARKABLE studies have been made 
R:: “The Hand of God in American 

History.” Israel’s God has been in 
the making of America, and indeed of every 
nation. But Israel is different from ail 
other nations. She is God’s own Nation. 
God has dealt with other nations, and con- 
tinues to do so, in relation to his people 
Israel (Deut. 32:8, 9). To Israel were 
committed the oracles of God. Through 
Israel came the Messiah, the Saviour of 
the world. The events in Israel’s history 
were in a peculiar way under the control 
and direction of God, to the end that his 
plan of redemption should be worked out. 
Not only so, but we have an inspired record 
of those events. We have studied the be- 
ginnings of the nation in Egypt, when God 
delivered them from great oppression, and 
we have traced them to the point where 
they are to enter the Promised Land: Two 
remarkable facts face us as we close this 
study. One is. that we are nearing the 
climax of God’s dealings with Israel. It 
may be that Britain’s proposal to divide 
Palestine will quickly open the way fora 
national Jewish state. For this reason the 
Zionists have approved the: plan, much as 
they hate the thought of dividing Palestine. 
Israel’s last great persecution has begun, 
and will end in her greatest and final de- 
liverance. The other great fact is that 
God’s word to Israel is God’s word to all 
the nations. 


The Historical Setting 
Again the lesson is taken from Moses’ 
farewell messages to Israel, at the end of 


the forty years in the wilderness, about 
1451 B. C.

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Verse by Verse 


Deuteronomy 8:11.—Beware that thou 
forget not the Lord thy God, The thing 
they were most likely to do. The antidote 
to such forgetfulness is to bless God con- 
tinually for his continual goodness (v. 10). 
In not keeping his commandments. “We 
show our love to God by keeping his com- 
mandments (John 14:21, 23, 24). 


Verse 12—Eaten and art full, and hast 
built goodly houses, God gives them all 
things richly to enjoy, not stinting them. 


Verse 14.—Then thine heart be lifted up. 
A prophecy of what actually took place. 
Prosperity is intended to make us grateful 
for God’s goodness, and to lead to repent- 
ance (Rom. 2:4), but usually prosperity 
leads men’ to pride and forgetfulness of 


God. 


Verse 15.—Led thee through thai great 
and terrible wilderness. In comfort and 
luxury they were to remember God’s de- 
liverance, and the pit from whence they 
were digged. Water out of the rock of 
flint. The miracle-working Géd is also the 
God who provided the wealii in Canaan 
in natural ways (vs. 17, 18). 


Verse 16.—Fed thee . . . with manna, 


that he might humble thee. Repeating 


the thought of. verse 3, which our Lord 
quoted in his temptation. They were suf- 
fered to hunger, and caused to look humbly 
to God for food, so that they might learn 
that man does not live by bread alone. 
To do thee good at thy latter end. See 
Special Topics. 

Verse 17.—My power and the might of 
mine hand hath gotten me this wealth. Just 
as Nebuchadnezzar said, and as the nations 
are saying today (Dan. 4: 28-31). 

Verse 18—Giveth thee power to get 
wealth, that he may establish his covenant. 
The covenant included promises of ‘pros- 


perity, but deeper than that, the meaning is 
that all their wealth, and all they did, 
looked forward to the great covenant of 
grace and blessing for all, nations. 


Verse 19.—Forget the Lord thy God, and 
walk after other gods, and serve them. 
Vividly setting forth the truth that the 
choice is between the true God and: false 
gods. Man is dependent and cannot be 
without his gods. Ye shall surely perish. 
The seeds of destruction are there when a 
nation forgets God. This follows: as a 
natural and necessary result, but it is the 
will and the decree of God that determines 
what is the outworking of what we call 
natural law or natural consequences. It 
was hard for Israel to take it in that 
God would really destroy their temple- and 
allow them to perish (Jer. 7: 8-16). | 

Verse 20.—As the nations . ; . so shall ye 
perish. Yet there was another truth, of 
God’s grace-to Israel, to preserve 4 rem- 
nant and not destroy them utterly (Isa. 
1:9; Jer. 30:11; 46:27, 28). 


The Heart of the Lesson 


Forgetting God is not a mere mistake 
or infirmity; it is the root sin of fallen 
man. If we, individually or nationally, 
forget Israel’s God, we seal our doom.-.The 
reason for this is that forgetting the true 
and living God is the worshiping of false 
gods, that is, bowing down to Satan.. And 
all the nations that forget God shall be 
turned into destruction (Psa. 9:37). What 
is the one way not to forget God? It is 
expressed in 2 Timothy 2:8 (in the R. 
V.), “Remember Jesus Christ.” We are 
prone to forget the cleansing from our old 
sins, to forget his sufferings for us, his 
manifold grace toward us, his warnings 
against hell, his promises of infinite riches 
of grace and glory. To remember him we 
‘must seek him with our whole heart, and 
put Christ first in all our doings, —in our

home, in school, in social life, in business, 
in our own heart, and in our nation. 

God’s grace toward America has been no 
less marked than toward -Israel. We are 
now at the place of such. prosperity and 
power that our heart is lifted up, and we 
are nationally forgetting God, as evidenced 
in our political life, in education, in jour- 
nalism, in literature, in the theater, in the 
ignoring of the Lord’s Day, in the denial 
of the Bible as God’s Word, in the break- 
down of marriage and moral standards. 
The same God who was in the making of 
Israel had to break Israel; so the God who 
was in the making of America, will be in 
the breaking of America, if we do not heed 
his warnings and turn: back.

Satan are the root cause of human suffer- 
ing. But God allows his children to suffer 
for one great purpose. He allowed Israel 
to hunger that she might learn the funda- 
mental truth that man lives not by bread 
alone, but by every Word of the living God. 
Thus he let them suffer to do them greater 
good at their latter end. This is the prin- 
ciple on which God always acts. He per- 
mits no suffering except for his own glory 
and for the best good of men. 


Israel and the Nations Today. Israel 
has forgotten her God in rejecting Messiah, 
who is her true God. But a remnant of 
Israel accepted Christ, and through them 
the nations are being blessed, by grace 
through faith. God has not cast off Israel. 
Her sufferings continue, are heading for a 
climax today, and will culminate in the 
great tribulation under Antichrist. Then 
all Israel will look on him whom they 
pierced, will repent, and be restored. Then 
will greater blessings flow out to the nations 
during the Millennium. The nations that 
forget God express their rebellion by at- 
tacking not only the Christian faith and 
Christians, but also the Jews, and will suf- 
fer terrific punishment because of this treat- 
ment of Israel. Let all the nations 
beware! And let Christians beware of shar- 
ing in anti-Semitism.

Remember God by _ evangelizing the 
nations, This is the great work of the 
Church and of Christians. But the greatest 
blessing will come to the nation that gives 
most -in men and money and prayer and 
service to foreign missions. 


Remember God by blessing the Jews. 
They that bless Israel will be blessed, and 
they that curse Israel will be cursed (Gen. 
12:3; 27: 20).

Discussion: Some ways in which our 
nation appears to be forgetting God. 


Objective: ““Remember now thy Creator 
in the days of thy youth.” 











AY, fellows, the Israelites were amazing 

forgetters. It is hard for us to under- 
stand why they should so utterly forget 
their dependence upon God’s power and 
goodness which he had shown them in a 
great number of ways. God delivered them 
by miracles worked right before their eyes 
— continued daily miracles, as in the bring- 
ing of quails and manna for their daily 
food. He had destroyed Pharaoh and his 
army in the Red Sea, just where he had 
made a dry path for the Israelites to come 
across. Yet they forgot. 

No nation can forget God and live and 
prosper. God’s Word is very clear on that 
point. David, speaking for God in Psalm 
9:17, says, “The wicked shall be turned 
into hell, and all the nations that forget 
God.” That statement has not been re- 
called. In these latter days the nations are 
more and more forgetting God; even more 
and more defying him and renouncing his 
authority. You fellows would do well to 
study the question whether your own nation 
is remembering God, his Word, and his 
authority. 

The United States is accounted as a 
Christian nation; yet in one particular 
alone (if not many others) it is rapidly 
reaching a point where, as a nation, it acts 
more like a pagan nation than a Chris- 
tian one. That is in regard to the Sabbath 
day. God’s Word is very definite about 
that. One day in seven is to be kept holy. 
Whether you speak of it as the Sabbath 
or Sunday (according to your understand- 
ing of the terms) you are to keep it 
holy, and the nation is to keep it holy. 
The prophet Jeremiah, speaking for God, 
says this: “But if ye will not hearken 
unto me to hallow the sabbath day ... 
then will I kindle a fire in the gates ... 
and it shall devour the palaces of Jeru- 
salem, and it shall not be quenched” (17: 
27). Another prophet, Ezekiel, says: 


_ “Thou hast despised mine holy things, and 


hast profaned my sabbaths. ... And I will 
scatter thee among the heathen, and dis- 
perse thee in the countries” (22:8, 15). 
That was the penalty upon the Jews, and 


_ that very thing has transpired. Does any- 


one think that God will fail to punish this 
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country for its open violation of the holy 
Sabbath in every section of the land? 
You fellows, in the ordinary course of 
events, are to become the leaders of this 
nation. It will be your convictions, your 
votes, your influence that will determine 
whether your nation forgets God, or re- 
members him and obeys his statutes, 
McDowELt, Va.

6. Adding all diligence to enter into spir- 
itual blessing, growing in grace and in the 
knowledge of the Lord Jesus (2 Pet. 1: 5-9; 
3:18). 

7. Pride. 

8. Worship. Trust. Obey. Serve. 

9. The lesson shows that God’s desire was 
that his people should have great prosperity. 
However, when the prosperity led them to for- 
get God, God for their own g took away 
prosperity and brought punishment in order 
to draw them back to himself. 

10. God controls all nations and blesses and 
punishes them according to their righteousness 
and sin, and according to his purposes. How- 
ever, since Israel is his chosen nation through 
whom Messiah was to come, and therefore 
through whom he is working out the plan 
of redemption, he had a unique plan for Is- 
rael. In addition to this he has given us an 
inspired record of his dealings with Israel. 
In these two respects the history of Israel 
is distinct from the history of America.

Stay in Egypt?

there is further light on the problem of the 
date of the exodus, we may hold to the 
traditional date, about 1491 B. C.... Moses 
was eighty years old when he stood before 
Pharaoh (Exod. 7:7), which would put his 
birth at 1571 B. C., sixty-four years after 
the death of Joseph. He was nearly forty 
when he fled from Egypt (Acts 7: 23).” 
By the way, this reference reads: “And 
when he was full forty years old .. .” 
Should we not be careful to note “What 
saith the scripture?”~ (Rom. 4:3; 10:8; 
Gal. 4: 30.) 

In view of not only Exodus 12: 40, but 
of 1:7, 9, 12, and 20 it would seem that 
there was a long period of time to which 
you had not given consideration, and which 
would help to account for the discrepancy 
between your figure of 254 years and those 
of Exodus 12:40, 41. 

Concerning the seeming discrepancy of 
Exodus 12:40, 41 and Genesis 15: 13, 
notice particularly the words “sojourning” 
in the one and “afflict” in the other. 

With kindest regards to yourself and

In the lesson of August 1, in the issue 

of July 17, I made the following brief com- 
ment under “The Historical Setting” : 


We are taking the view that the 430 years 
of “sojourning” began with the call of 
Abraham, with 215 years reckoned from 
Abraham to: the entrance into Egypt, and 
215 years for the sojourn in Egypt (cf. Lev. 
3:17;. Gen. 15:16; Exod. 6:20; Num. 
26:58, 59).. By this reckoning, Exodus 
12:40 should read, “Now the sojourning 
of the children of Israel (the Israel who 
dwelt in Egypt), was four hundred and 
thirty years.” 


This is one of the well known problems 
on which scholars have differed. Paul tells 
us that the law came 430 years after the 
covenant (Gal. 3:17). This seems to .be 
a very clear statement indicating that. the 
430 years is counted from the time of-the 
covenant with Abraham. In that. case-the 
400 vears prophesied in Genesis 15: 13. may 
be thought of as coming approximately 
thirty years after the first mention of the 
covenant with Abraham. 

This view seems to be confirmed by the 
prophecy that in “the fourth generation” 
they would come back to the land (Gen. 
15:16), and by the fact that there was a 
supernatural and miraculous increase of 
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the children of Israel during the time they 
were in Egypt. 

The English translation of Exodus 12: 
40, 41 seems’ to contradict this view. It 
is interesting that the Septuagint version 
of the Old Testament reads this verse: 
“The sojourning of the children of Israel 
in Egypt and in Canaan was 430 years.” 
But as noted in “The Historical Setting” 
quoted above, the Hebrew version of this 
verse may read: “Now the sojourning of 
the children of Israel (the Israel who dwelt 
in Egypt), was 430 years.” 

One of the readers called in question 
the statement that Moses was “nearly forty” 
when he fled from Egypt. The King 
James Version of Acts 7: 23 reads: “When 
he was full forty years old.” The Revised 
Version reads, “When he was well-nigh 
forty years old.’ The Greek might be 
translated: “When his age was filling up 
to forty years.” Because of this, the re- 
visers took it to mean that he was nearing 
forty, probably in his fortieth year. 

While I am writing it might be well to 
add that I did make a real blunder, and an 
inexcusable one, in connection with another 
lesson in Exodus. In the lesson of July 
25, in commenting on Exodus 12:25, I 
wrote: “Evidently their next Passover 
was forty years later, when they came into 
the land, following their circumcision 
(Josh. 5:10).” I had in mind the ques- 
tion as to whether the children of Israel 
kept the Passover during their thirty-eight 
years’ wandering in the wilderness, and in 
commenting on this, completely overlooked 
the famous second Passover which was held 
before they left Sinai (Num. 9:3, 4, 5)- 
One reader asked: “Would not that indi- 
cate that in their travels through the wil- 
derness they kept this feast at the appointed 
time each year?” Many scholars, Jewish 
as well as Christian, believe that Israel did 
not keep the. Passover in the wilderness, 
particularly in view of the clear command 
that they should be circumcised, and during 
the wilderness wanderings the children 
were not circumcised (Exod. 12: 44, 48; 
Josh. 5:7).

N SULLIVAN, on the Maine coast, the 

primeval forest stretches down almost 
to Frenchman’s Bay. One. July morning, 
all fire and blue and crystal, I stepped out 
of my back yard into the deep woods and 
found myself instantly. in another world 
where the light filtering through great 
spruces, bearded with gray moss, showed 
dim gold and green. 

All about. me were bird songs, many of 
them. unfamiliar. ‘“‘Sis-sis-sip,” sounded in 
the treetops, and I finally glimpsed the 
singer, a redstart with his black throat, fan- 
like tail, and burnt-orange patches on 
either side. 

Then began another insistent, incessant 
note, something like the drone of a locust, 
and I recognized the red-breasted nuthatch, 
only seen by me in winter around Phila- 
delphia. 


Next sounded a strange, rippling, laugh- 
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ing song ending up with the two syllables, 
“chu, chu.” As I listened intently the 
years rolled back like a scroll, and once 
more I was in a camp in the deep woods 
of New, Brunswick. Three of us had spent 
a week there studying rare birds before 
we finally identified that song. It came 
from the little ruby-crowned kinglet, who 
in his home sings a very different song 
from the one he uses in migration.

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an open part of the woods, I heard beside 
me the quick flutter of a bird. I moved 
toward the sound. At first there was 
silence. Then, as I took another step, 
came a ringing chip, and a female white- 
throated sparrow burst into an agony of 
alarm notes. 

In a minute she was joined by her mate, 
with his snowy throat, striped head, and 
golden line near his eye. I knew that the 
nest must be on the ground and not in any 
of the bushes, and I began an inch by inch 
search, 

A fallen spruce lay on the tangled grass, 
and I raised it, but there was no nest in 
sight. Twice I went over the ground 
without finding anything, although the 
frantic birds alighting close to me and 
chipping like little machine guns told me 
that I must be very close to the nest. 

At last I sat back discouraged and de- 
cided that I would never be able to pick 
up the needle in that particular haystack. 
Then, to be certain that I had coverea’ the 
ground, I looked on the trail itself, although 
apparently it was as bare as my hand. 

At the very edge was a small tuft of 
grass. When I brushed it aside, in a hol- 
low underneath was the nest. It was rim- 
med around with sphagnum moss, then 
came. a cup of leaves, and lastly a lining: of 
soft, golden-yellow grass. Inside sprawled 
a fledgling so big that he reminded me 
of the bird in the old limerick: 


. “There was an old man who said, ‘Hush!’ 


I perceive a young bird in a bush, 
They asked, ‘Is it small?’ 
He said, ‘Not at all, 

It’s three times as large as the bush.’ ” 


Although that young bird was not quite 
so large, yet it filled the whole nest very 
comfortably. 

As I looked upon his closed eyes and 
squat gray body, with the pin feathers just 
beginning to show, it was hard to believe 
that such an apparently helpless figure 
could be the sinister monster that I knew 
he was. A moment later I found the proof 
of his murderous nature. Outside the nest 
lay an unfledged sparrow with a bloody 
stab through its neck. Near him was an-, 
other baby sparrow with its head gone. . 

The squat shape which filled the nest 
was none other than a young cowbird. His 
mother had deposited an egg in the nest 
with the eggs of the sparrow. The cow- 
bird had grown much faster than his foster 
brothers, and before even his feathers came 
in was able to kill the other two. 

For a moment I thought of hurling that 
gray hulk far away into the woods to 
perish miserably, but I let him stay where 
he was. It is the nature of the cowbird 
(we used to call them lazy-birds when I 
was a boy) to have crafty, shirking ways, 
and the young cowbird learns to fend for 
himself almost as soon as he is hatched, 
by killing off his nest mates. Why should 
I blame either of them for following their 
instincts? Anyway, the deed was dore, the 
young sparrows were dead, and to kill the 
cowbird would not bring them back to 
life. ; 

So I left the young monster to be brought 
up by the two anxious, industrious little 
white-throats, and as I left, the male sang 
for me from the depths of a black spruce 
his lovely minor, four-note song, “Ah- 
hear, hear, hear.”
